FOREIGN NEWS. 


Death or Dean Stanley. 
L ondon, July 19th.— Dean Stanley is 
dead. The Archbishop of Canterbury arrived 
at the Deanery of Westminster just in time 
to speak a few words to Dean Stanley before 
the latter became unconscions. The Dean 
will be buried beside his wito in Westminster 
Abbey. 
[Arthur I’enryu Stanley was born in 1815, re­ 
ceived his training under Dr. Arnold at Rugby, and 
gained many honors at Oxford, among others the 
Ireland Scholarship aud a first class in classics. For 
twelve years after graduation he served as tutor of 
University College of which he had been elected fellow. 
His first position of prominence in the Church was 
that of Canon of Canterbury, which he held from 
1351 to 1858. 
He was then appointed Regius Pro­ 
fessor or Ecclesiastical History of Oxford, Canon 
of 
Christ' Church 
and 
Chaplain 
to 
the 
Bishop of London. 
In 1863 he succeeded to 
the office which he held at the time of his 
death. Dean Stanley was better known by his 
writiugs than by his sermons. His works fill many 
volumes, and all are marked by great clearness of 
logic and beauty ol style. Among the most import­ 
ant of his recent works are “ The Three Irish 
Churches,” ” Essays on Church and State” and 
*■ Historical Memorials of Westminster Abbey.” He 
visited the Uoited States several years ago and de­ 
livered a number of lectures and setmons. H13 
latest act which brought him Into prominence 
was an attempt to secure a place in Westminster

I 
«Some of our esteemed contemporánea 
have been smitten with a conviction— 
wrought in them by Ouitteau's crime— 
that the only way to prevent assassination 
¡3 to enact a national law against carrying 
¡concealed weapons, and have it vigorously 
enforced. 
The motive of this suggestion is 
praiseworthy, but the matter of the sug­ 
gestion has, wo fear, bnt little value. 
If 
crime could he stopped by legislation and 
police administration it ought to have dis­ 
appeared long ago. 
Hut unfortunately ex­ 
perience shows that no laws can prevent 
men from doing wrong altogether, and that 
the best legislation can only effect a com­ 
parative diminution in crime. 
Laws pro­ 
hibiting the carriage of concealed weapons 
have[been very often enacted, and there is no 
doubt as to how they operate. 
Kxperience 
has proved that they only disarm good cit­ 
izens. 
B id citizens ignore them, and liml 
their advantage in so doing. 
Such laws in 
fact only tend to render the better ele­ 
ments of society more helpless as against 
the worse elements. 
The law-abiding man 
leaves hia weapons at home. 
The law-de- 


The prcsont attitude of the

stalwarts” is ingenious if impudent, but 
not ingenious enough to affect their pur­ 
pose.

THE COMPARATIVE SAFETY' OF ENGLISH 


AND AMERICAN RAILWAYS. 


The English press appears to have seized 
with eagerness upon the recent train rob­ 
bery on the Rock Island Railroad, as an 
offset to the murder on the South Coast 
(English) Railroad the other day. 
They 
argue that though a few murders and rob1 
beries aud outrages have occnrred on En­ 
glish railways, no English train has ever 
been robbed. 
But tho basis of this argu 
ment is very weak. 
For it is plain that 
there is no equality of conditions. 
AH 
English lines traverse thickly populated 
regions, whereas many if not most Ameri­ 
can lines pass, either at intervals or for 
the greater part of their length, through 
comparatively unsettled territory. 
It can­ 
not be assumed without evidence that tho 
English carriages would seenre immunity 
from train robbers if they were run on 
American lines. 
Again, the English pa 
pcrs do not seem to understand the mo-.lm 
operaiuli of our train robberies. 
As a rnle 
it is the express and mail car which is 
singled out for attack, and the passengers 
are unmolested. 
Now it is clear that if a 
gang of robbers planned the robbery of an 
English train, they would find the seizure 
of the mail car quite as easy aa it has 
piovod here. The English mail oars do not 
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C 'A M IO U M A . 


A fierce war of passenger rates is just 
>w being carried oa upon the lines be­ 
tween New York and Chicago. 
It is pos­ 
sible to travel to Chicago from N ew York 
for $12, whioh is a reduction from the reg­ 
ular rate of over 45 per cent., and it is 
stated that the war will be carried on un­ 
til the fare is brought down to $5. 
The 
origin of this contest is ascribed to tho 
ticket brokers, who are in the habit of 
buying large blocks of tickets from the 
rious companies, aud who have, it is 
claimed, been selling tickets below the 
legitimate tariff, upon one or moro of the 
roads, thus giving those roads a practical 
monopoly of the passenger traffic. 
To 
meet this the other roads have put down 
their rates, and so the war goes on, becom­ 
ing more bitter every day. 
The moral of 
these cutting contests would seem to be 
that however convenient it may be for the 
railroads to sell blocks of tickets to ticket 
brokers, they put a very dangerous power 
in the hands of these brokers in so doing. 
For it is clear that the brokers nre enabled 
frequently to divert traffic, from one line to 
another, and that the ultim ate result of 
arrangements 
of 
the 
kind 
must 
be 
to 
compel 
the 
companies 
to 
bid 
against one another for traffic by offering 
large commissions and discounts. 
The 
sale of tickets to brokers may at times 
enable roads 
to 
anticipate a part of 
their earnings, but the indications are 
that the broad general consequences of the 
policy are mischievous, and that it tends 
to the production of just such wars as 
the one now being waged at N ew Y ork. 
And a3 the final outcome of all these 
wars is inevitably a heavy bill for the public 
to pay, tbe latter would perhaps act wise­ 
ly in discountenancing this ticket scalping 
business on general principles. 
If we may 
judge from the results indeed the rail­ 
roads are qnite as much interested as the 
public iu putting an end to it, and but for 
the fact that as yet few Eastern roads are 
conducted with a single eye to the effi­ 
ciency of the business, we fcave little 
doubt tha5 they would have abolished the 
practice before now.

Mr. Cook, of the I.sgnna 
Creek House, nine miles from Santa Cruz, 
has hauled in several barrels. 
In the Academy of Sciences Professor 
Davidson reported observations he had been 
making dnring tbe past few weeks of the 
(rmiet now rapidly disappearing in the north. 
Be gave a description of the celestial vagrant 
en tbe first night he had seen it, as having a 
well-defined nucleus, from which were pro­ 
jected three beams of intense light. 
Around 
the head was the usual hair, and following 
was a well-defined shadow. 
On tbe second 
night the nucleus bad four or five beams of 
light, and on a third evening the beams had 
resolved into a sheen of light, radiating 
toward the sun. 
On another evening tbe 
beam had gone to one side, and this seg­ 
mental beam cast of itself a shadow equal to 
th at of the nucleus. 
On still another even­ 
ing the segmental beam was across the 
nucleus, tho shadow had almost disappeared, 
and the outer envelope of the comet was be­ 
ing merged into the inner and brighter en­ 
velope. 
He had failed to find any explana­ 
tion of these phenomena. 
During the last 
six evenings the density of the envelope has 
decreased and the nucleus appears to lie 
merging into the bright envelope around the 
head. 
The spectrose ipe in his possession was 
a small one, but in a minute way it gave re­ 
salta. 
H e drew on a blackboard an en­ 
larged diagram of the spectrum, with red 
bands at one end and blue bands a t tho other. 
On one quiet evening he had detected faint 
band» of dark blue, yellow, indigo and green, 
divided by dark bauds. 
He could not say 
from those facts what the physical constitu­ 
tion of the comet really was, but if we were 
to go by the investigations of Coggia’s and 
other telescopic comet*, this was the spec­ 
trum of reflected sunlight. If it was reflected 
sunlight, the tail was, as had been supposed, 
composed of small particles of m atter that 
came from the comet. 
Hence comets m ust 
grow less, being thus torn to pieces to supply 
their own tail*. 
H e illustrated tho theory 
th at the showers of meteors which fell iu dif­ 
ferent parts of tbe world in November and 
August were but the debris of defunct com­ 
ets, traveling in an orbit th at intersected the 
ecliptic, and, coming in contact with the 
earth’* i.tmosphere, were heated and fell in 
brilli tut showers. 
This theory of tbe event­ 
ual fate of all comets was now being geueraijy 
accepted by astronomers.

POLICE COMMISSIONERS’ CASF. 


The case of Frank Smith vs. The Police 
Commissioners came on for argument yester­ 
day afternoon before Judge Denson. The 
first question was to answer the rule of the 
Court to show cause why a writ of mandate 
should not iesuo. W . A. Anderson, City A t­ 
torney, artued that inasmuch as the demurrer 
would raise ail the questions and determine 
the whole case, that it would expedite matters 
to argue that first. The Court thereupon 
ordered the argument in demurrer to proceed. 
A. L. H art, A'.torcey General, and Jones & 
M artin appeared for the petitioner, and W. 
A. Anderson replied for the Commissioners. 
It was urged by Defendant's counsel, in 
support of the demurrer, that his case had 
been virtually determined in the case of Do­ 
lan ve. The City ; that Section 7 of Article 
X I. cf the old Constitution, which has not 
been materially changed by Section 16 of 
Article X X of the Constitution of 1879, 
provi les that “ when the duration of any of- 
ficj is not provided for by this Constitution, 
it may bo d . lared by law, and if not so de­ 
clared, it shall be held dining the pleasure of 
the appointing power.” I t was claimed by 
defendant’s c- urnel, upou authority of this 


. 
. 
. 
provi______ 
au t fi.oer may be removed in a certain way, 
or for a certain cause, doe3 not restrain or 
limit the power oí retrieval to the cause or 
manner so indicated. The power to remove 
is an incident to tee power to appoint as a 
general proposition, and is made so by the 
Constitution. 
Mr. Hart, for petitioner, claimed that the 
time was fixed in the A ct of 1872 (Police 
Act), and could only be unconstitutional 
when there was au excess of four years’ term. 
That under that Act, which Section 1G cf 
Article X X authorizes, the Legislature did 
declare the term, and that it is not unconsti­ 
tutional. 
Counsel also urged that there 
never had been any order of removal, nor 
any order declaring the office of policemen 
vacant; that in order to appoint a successor 
of petitioner, his office must first be declared 
vacant. 
Authorities were offered in support 
of this position. 
Judge Denson remarked at the close of the 
argument that he observed some new features 
in the present case that did not appear in the 
ease of Dolan vs. The City when that case 
waB before him, and in order to give the sub­ 
ject a thorough consideration he would take 
the case under advisement.

CRIMINAL CASES. 


Iu the Superior Court yesterday, before 
Judge Clark, the case of George Milasich, 
information for the murder of Peter Morelli, 
wa3 continued for the session upon applica­ 
tion of defend lut’d counsel. 
Ah Fook was tried upon a charge of 
burglary, for entering the establishment of 
Booth & Co., ou Front street, and stealing a 
mat of rice. The defendant set up a novel 
line of defense, and testified to it with all the 
candor and earnestness of self-belief. 
He 
stated upon the witness-stand that he was the 
victim ot Kearneyites ; that while he was 
innocently passing the si le storeroom of 
Booth it Co. on tie day of the alleged crime, 
a couple of men on the inside threw a mat of 
rice out to him, and told him to take it away 
with him ; that he refused to take it and 
threw it back into the store, whereupon the 
men inside brought it back out upon the 
walk, caught him and put it on his (defend­ 
ant's) shoulder, and that they held him there 
in ihis manner and called the police; that a 
policeman Boon came and took him to the 
station-house, and charged him with stealing 
t e mat, whereas he refused to take it ; an f 
that the whole matter is a Kesrneyite dodge 
to carry out their hatred toward the Chinese. 
He further state 1 that after he was in j »il 
some of the Kearneyites 
wrnfed him, 
in furtherance of the conspiracy against 
his innocence, to confers that he stole the 
rice, but lie refused to cast a reflection 
upon his race and ancestors by stulti­ 
fying 
himself 
in 
any 
such_ 
manuer. 
The testimony for the prosecution showed 
that the defendant, about 1 P. it. on ^the day- 
mentioned, slipped in at one of the front 
doors and was seen by two cf the employes 
to take the mat of rite, and had got out upon 
the walk making cii with it when ha was 
caught, and charged with burglary in the 
second degree. The verdict was guilty and 
he will be sentenced tc-morrow. 
_ 
John Daugherty was tried upon informa­ 
tion for grand larceny, in which he was 
charged with stealing a watcb, chain and 
locker. 
The only testimony which tended to 
prove the charge was that of a young colored 
man,who was found to have the stolen chain, 
and who claims that be obtained it from 
Daugherty in trade. This I a rgherty posi­ 
tively denie L He admitted tu.it he traded a 
watch chain to the colored mm, but claimed 
this was not the one, and that lie had no 
knowledge cf the one which was stolen. The 
testimony of all the wi:nesses except this one 
was to the effect that the .defendant was be­ 
hind the bar at the Pacific saloon at the time 
the alleged larceny took place, and that he 
was not at any time near the party from 
whom the property was said to have been 
taken. A verdict of not guilty was at OLce 
rendered upon retirement of the jury. 
Tae grand larceny ca.-.e of “ Baby” Hems- 
ton was continued i n il this morning, when 
it is expected it will be tried. 
Ia the Police. Court Justice Gilmer dis­ 
charged Charles Coiehower, who was arrested 
upon complaint of Di-trict Attorney Buck­ 
ley for perjury committed as stated a day or 
two since. Tne City and District' Attorney 
were both engaged in important caecs at the 
Superior Court, and notwithstanding, the 
City Attorney state?, that he left a : equest 
that all cases iu the Police Court requiring 
his attention should be continued until to­ 
day, the case of Colehnwer was dismissed, 
although the evidence is positive and self­ 
confessed against him. The District Attor­ 
ney will no doubt file another complaint at 
once against Coiehower, and net permit so 
sure and well-merited justice for crime to be 
so easily disregarded and set aside.

THE 
DRAINAGE CANAL 
CASES. 
SOUTHERN 
MIKES. 
COLORS OF THE 
DIFFERENT 
RACE?. 


These cases, which arc actions te abate the 
Sacramento Drainage Canal as a nuisance for 
flowing the sewage water into Beach’s Lake, 
near Freeport, about eight miles below the 
city, came up for argument on demurrer be­ 
fore Judge Denson yesterday. W. A. An­ 
derson, City Attorney, an l Grove L. John­ 
son argued in support of the demurrer : First, 
that the laud in question was and is swamp 
and overflowed land, and as such is under the 
absolute control of the State for drainage or 
reclamation purposes; that the Legislature 
having provided fir the construction of this 
caoal for drainage and reclamation purposes, 
that no action could arise in favor of any 
swampland owner injured, or claimed to be 
injured, by any sets or work authorized by 
6Uch Act. Second, that the action cannot be 
maintained, the authority to construct the 
canal under the Act of the L gislature ot 
March 30, 1S78, Leing a license to do the 
work, and operates as a complete and full 
immunity from 
the action, 
relying on 
t'ue 
authority 
of 
Green 
vs. 
Swift 
(47 Cab, 541). and 
decisions affirming 
the same. Third, that the action to abate a 
i uisance cannot be maintained, it being au­ 
thorized by the express Act of the Legisla­ 
ture nnder Section 3182 of the Civil Code, 
which reads as follows : “ Nothing which is 
done or maintained under the express au­ 
thority of 
a statute can be deemed a 
nuisance." Fourth, that even if plaintiffs 
were damaged their present form of action 
c uld not he maintained, there being a plain 
remedy at law, in which case a Court of 
equity will not interfire. Fifth, that it ap­ 
pears from the complaint that Reclamation 
District No. 1 rhould be a party to the 
acrion. 
There were several minor points with rega d 
to tiie complaint argued which were outside 
of the main question. A large number of 
authorities were presented and cited in sup 
port of the various positions sot forth. • 
Plaintiffs’ 
counsel, 
J. 
\V. Armstrong, 
argued in opposition to these points, and 
claimed thst the acts ot the city in overflow­ 
ing th^ir lands amount d to a taking of tha 
or perty of defendants without any compen­ 
sation, which is contrary to the constitu­ 
tional inhibition that private properly shall 
not le taken for public uses without just 
c mipensstion. 
The 
counsel 
argued 
at 
length, ar.d real many authorities in support 
of this position. 
He also urged that the 
present f oi m cf action was the proper remedy, 
and that the nuisance cruld 1-e abated upcu 
an appeal to a Court of equity jurisdiction. 
The Court took the ca;e umi-r advisement, 
and promised a decision at an early day.

Now K ioiag Interests in E out te rn Cali­ 
fornia Sketched. 
One of trie most noticeable changes' in 
the business outlook of Southern Califor­ 
nia Las been the steady and hopeful de­ 
velopment of its mining interests. 
When 
John Muir took a walk through the San 
Gabriei range, some three years ago, be 
called it a miner’s country, and reported 
it as the most difficult mountaineering he 
had ever attempted. 
During the following 
year he made a careful comparison of the 
gadogical conditions of this section with 
those of Nevada aud U tah, which, when 
published, will form a valuable contribu­ 
tion to the comparative geology of the 
Pacific slope. 
From my windows I follow 
the line of the range irom Santa Monica 
to San Bernardino, the richly forested foun­ 
tain of untold wealth ia orchards aud 
vineyards. 
Nearly the 
whole 
of the 
Sierra Madre is a hare, rocky rampart, re­ 
lieved onlyhby patches of chaparral; yet 
without doubt holding in its forbidding 
canyons the fortunes of the future. 
It is 
full of springs, and’there is still a consider­ 
able supply ot timber within reach of the 
wagon trails. 
Placer gold has been found 
iu the San Gabriel canyon, and several 
valuable deposits of ere have been worked 
within the limits of Los Angeles county. 
As I intend to make Silverado the subject 
of a special letter, I will not stop to de­ 
scribe it here. 
Tha northwestern part of 
San Bernardino county is one vast mass of 
broken 


VOLCANIC RANGES, 
One hundred miles long by as many in 
width, and eo destituto of any other kind 
of natural wealth than the precious metals 
that no permanent mining settlement has 
ever been made. 
H ere the Armagcsi. 
Potosi and other mines much talked of ten 
years ago, have sustained a feeble life undtr 
infinite difficulties. 
They are no doubt 
capable of prolitab o developm ent; seme 
lately-resurrected mines are tow yielding 
rich returns. 
The subterranean forces 
which once Jifttcl the o e u-beds, or later 
dropped the plains below the present sea- 
level, as iu the great Death valley, are not 
yet quieted. 
Cones of extinct volcanoes, 
hot mud-spring3 and sulphur deposits in­ 
dicate more recent volcanic action than in 
the more northern counties. The southern 
and southeastern portions of our State pre­ 
sent the mo3t interesting scientific prob­ 
lems at every turn. 
The psahs of Inyo, 
clad in perpetual snow, almost overlook 
theA inaig ziS irtaru s, where the January 
temperature is OCP. 
There is no water for 
man or beast, though the surface is seamed 
by ancient freshets, and terrible water­ 
spouts sometimes furrow tie banks. 
The 
people who could be content to settle down 
in the gold gravels of the Telescops D.s- 
trict, would colonizo “ Hades ” itself. 


NEW MINING DISTRICTS. 
But the new* mining districts of 8an 
Bernardino county are neither difficult of 
access nor uninviting for human habitation. 
W ithin thirty-five miles of San Bernardino 
cne may drive for a whole day under the 
.-hade of pines, where water is abundant, 
and where tho Mormons found pay d irt in 
1862. 
The Tetnescai tin mines are within 
forty miles of th at great fruit garden 
which ten years hence will send millions of 
tons of canned fruits to all parts of the 
world. 
I hear th at the mining capitalist 
eurnamed the I.ucky, and other operators, 
have largo claims in the Bear valley region. 
Auriferous gravel and placer gold was 
discovered over thirty years ago on Lyttle 
ci-rck, within tw o hours'drive of San Ber­ 
nardino, and all along the Cajon Bass are 
old marks of tha pick aud shove), made by 
the wandering Jews of the mining indus­ 
try. 
One cannot but picture to O D estlf t h e 
probable result had the Mormons made 
their New Jerusalem in the S.ui Bsrnardino 
valley, as they were fortunately preveuted 
from doing. 
Very probably, had this oc­ 
curred, the .Southern Pacific would have 
been the only iron roadw’ay across the con- 
»:iuent. 
Likely enough these m oun'a'm 
woultl 
ere 
this 
have 
been 
honey­ 
combed hke Davidson, and a Mexico-Mor- 
mon civilization stamped itself iueilaceably 
upon the rairest portion oi God’s country. 
As it is, wo are thankful that the blossom- 
icg of the Mobave desert íb confided to 
other bands. That this letter may be more 
specific than general in its interest, let me 
tell w hat i know of the newly' developed 


■SILVER MOUNTAIN MINING DISTRICT, 
In San Birnardiao county.

The 
company, 
consisting 
. f Dr. Conzer, Messrs. Markham and 
llallock, of Pasadena, and several well- 
known Los Auceleno?, went quietly to 
work, se-’uied titles to all these mines, 
constructed a dam acro/s the Mohave, 
built a ditch 14,250 feet JoDg, with 900 
feet of lluming, obtained all the wood they 
wanted on the low b ittom lands of the 
river, set up their mill aud crushers, and 
have now one of the most promising m ir­ 
ing properties in the State, which the rail­ 
roads w ill bring almost to_ their doorr. 
The Oro Grande is six or seven miles from 
the m ill; the teams delivering ore to the 
mine return loaded with water and tim ­ 
ber. 
The air is puro and bracing, the al­ 
titude being about 3,700 feet above eta 
level. 
There is a good boarding house, 
store, a school-housc and a number of 
dwelling houses already built, and as the 
o tb tr mines are developed a series of rein­ 
ing villages will dot the plain.

On the whole, it sefims that the distinction 
of color, from the fairest Englishman to 
the darkest African, has no hard and fast 
lines, but varies gradually from one tint to 
another. 
The natural hue of skin farthest from 
that of the negro is the complexion of the 
fair race of Northern Europe, of which 
perfect types are to be met with in Seandi 
navia. North Germany and England. 
In 
such fair or blonde people the almost trans­ 
parent skin has its pink lingo by showing 
the small blood-vessels through it. 
In the 
nations of Southern Europe, such as Ital­ 
ians and Spaniards, the browner complex­ 
ion to some extent hides this red, which 
among dirker peoples in other quarters of 
tho tv. rid ceases to be discernable. 
Thus 
t!,c difiicn o j between light and dark races 
is well observed in their blushiüg, which 
is caused by the rush of hot red bl od into 
the vessels near the surface of the body. 
The contrary effect, paleness, caused by 
retreat of blood from the surface, is iu like 
mariner n aske 1 by dark tints of skin. 
The range of complexion among man 
kind, beginning with the tin t of tlie fair- 
whites of Northern E iropo and the dark* 
whites of Southern Europe, passes to the 
brownish-yellow of the Malays, and tie 
full-brown of American tribes, the deer- 
brown of Australians, and the black brov'n 
of nrgroeD. 
Until modern times tin se 
raee-tints have generally been described 
with too little care. 
Now, however, the 
traveler, by using Broca’s set r f patt : n- 
colois, records ti e color of any tribe ho is 
observing, with the accuracy of a mercer 
matching a piece of silk. 
The evaporation 
from the human skin is accompanied by a 
smell which differs in different races. 
This 
ecn'iarity, which not only indicates dif­ 
ference in the secretions of the skin, bnt 
seems connected wi:h liability to certain 
fevers, etc , is a racc-character of seme 
importance.
